Butina great majority of cases fhis has not 
been done. His Honbr,theMayor,hasaoted 
the part of both judge and jury and on 
his .own motion set the accused free 
Now if the Mayor has found all those 
arrests unnecessary and without sufficient 
cause the zeal of the policemen should 
certainly .be abated. 
Those men in bine 


coats and brass buttons should not be 
allowed to drag innocent men to the lock- 
up at that fearful rate for it must be pre- 
sumed that their innocence was apparent 
or they would not have boon summarily 
discharged.

Mr. Farley's amendment forbidding natu- 
ralization of.

Mr. Mori-ill said be appreciated the ne- 


cessity of restricting Chinese immigration, 
but desired that the bill should strictly 
conform to the treaty requirements. 


After remarks by Messrs. Sherman, Iu-

Mr. Grover'K amendment constructing 


the words . "Chinese laborers" wherever 
used in the act, to luoun both skilled and 
unskilled laborers and Chinese employed 
in mining prevailed by the same vote— 
yeas, 25; noes, 22. 


Upon the bill being reported to the Son- 


ate from the committee of the whole, 
Mr. Ingals again moved to limit the sus- 
pension or the coming of the Chinese 
laborers to ten years. 


After some discussion, the amendment 


was lost—ayes, 20 noes, 21. 


The question recurred on the linal pus-. 


sage of the bill, aud Mr. Edmunds closed 
the debate. He would vote against the 
bill as it nov,f stood. 


The vote was then taken and the bill 


was passed—yeas, 20; nays, 15. 


The title of the bill was amended so as
